THE DJDHTLESS 1GIDI CiPTURED. 


The Spaniards Capture 3» Women and 


,66 Children—The Prettiest Girls 


Are Parceled Out Among 


the 
Officers. 


KevWest, Fla, June 1.—At Lima, 


Matanzas Province, the guerilla band of 
Capfain Sot was almost exterminated 
last week by a Cuban band who had 
worn to kill tbem for their past out- 
rages Tbe Spaniards made a raid upon 
the Cnban camp, Intending to surprise II, 
baring a renegade Cuban as guide. 
Tbe 


Cubans were apprised of their approach 
and they laid a trap. As the Spanish 
guerillas approached they silently left 
their camp and bid in tbe thick under- 
growth 
Tbe Spanish forces stole up In 


tbe camp, and, seeing It was quiet, burst 
upon It with yells, shooting Into the huts 
and preparing to daughter all. 
Tne 


Cohans then flred at their opponents,who, 
being in the light of the camp flres, pn- 
rented good marks, and charged upon 
them with the machete. The guerrillas 
were 51 surprised tbat they could not run 
at first and tbe momentary hesitation 
coettbem their lives. Tbe Cubans sur- 
rounded.tbem and out them down merci- 
lessly as they attempted to escape from 
this death trap 
Over forty-flve were 


killed, only seventeen escaping. 
The 


Cohans lost twenty, tbe fight being a hot 
one for so few men engaged. 


A camp of paolftcoa at Mariana, near 


Havana, was raided by Spanish guerrillas 
lait week, and on the pretense tbat tbe 
women bad been sent for, fifteen of the 
younger women and girls were arrested 
and taken away, ostensibly to be brought 
to Havana. 
When the paoinoos oame to 


Havana to ascertain the fate of their 
women folks they could not find any trace 
of them 
It was simply a ruse of tbe 


guerillas to capture and abduct the women 
for purposes of their own. 


The guerrilla forces of La Bsperanza, 


while going to Jnnies plantation, Santa 
Clara Province, weie attacked by a small 
Insurgent band, ambuscaded, who fired 
several volleys at tbe Spaniards. Tbe 
machete order was given, and six were 
killed and seventeen wounded 


At Legua Blanco, near Jiquani, several 


engagements occurred recently, In which 
two detachments of 
tbe 
government 


troops were successfully met and defeated 
by Gen Garcia in person, It Is reported. 
The fight really started near Bayamo, but 
tbe Spanish troops pushed on, followed 
and attacked by tbe insurgents, so tbat It 
was a running fight for nearly thirty six 
hours Ibe Spanish forces, over 1600 
strong were harassed on all sides, and 
beaten BO badly that the Spanish 
en 


camped and sent for n enforcements be- 
fore venturing near Jiquani. While the 
Cubans did tot venture Into a pitched 
battle, yet they hovered so closely, cutting 
off tbe provision carte and small parties, 
that the Spanish forces wen kept In snob 
constant alarm that tbe troops were 
broken up Several hundred were killed 
before the forces reached Jiquani. 


At Guayacan, near Holgnln, fierce 


fighting occurred between a large detach- 
ment reported at 2600, sent from Holguln, 
and a Cuban force sent to intercept It 
The Cubans were well posted on the bills 
of El Cairas on either side of tbe road, 
through which the Spaniards would pass. 
The Spanish commander suspected a trap, 
and marched ontslue tbe hills and throe 
miles off 
The Cnban forces wen quietly 


swung aroard without confusion and fell 
upon the Spaniards, who thought that 
tbe; outwitted tbe clever Cuban feader. 
Ihe Cubans had two 
rapid fin guns, 


"id they used tbem with gnat execution. 
The Spaniards fought stubbornly and 
to their ground until nightfall 
Then 


taking advantage of a cessation of hostili- 
ties, they retreated to Holquin In hot 
baste, followed to within a mile of tbat 
<% by tbe insurgents 
Tbe Spanish loss 


Is reported to have been heavy, nearly 300 
men and four leading officers. The details 
we scant and only give the main facts.

Paper cor wheels 
lave gii en satisfaction for many years, 
and results so far attained indicate thai 
rails made from, the same material wii 
be equally desirable. Metal rails an 
nhvaj s more or less affected by atmos- 
pheric condi tions, and accidents are fre 
fluently due to warping, expansion OT 
ton traction of rails.

stock requires extraordinarily large ant 
heavy roils, and they cannot be made 
very long-, or their weight would be too 
much. Paper rails ore less than one- 
half lighted for the same length and size, 
hence the length can be twice that of an 
iron or steel rail. This obviates UWTISL 
of so many bolts and connections, and 
relieves the wheels of just so manj 
shocks. 


The composition includes several va 


lieties of piper pulp stock. Wood pulp 
has not been tried with any marked 
success as yet. Care is taken to have 
the stock uniform in preparation, ant 
the fibers well preserved. Quant!Ue< 
of borax, paraffin waac, tanner's grease 
waterproof fish glue, rosin and finf 
cement are added, m necessary propoar 
tions, to the pulp, white warm, that the 
rail mpy be tough and elastic.

The rails can be ben 
for curves, ore strong1, elastic and 
lighter and longer and ceiier for the 
wheels and cars than those made ot 
metal. Their cost is said, to be 30 per 
cent, less than, that of steel.—Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

projectile, that he may predict ita range 
and penetration, and1 determine the ac 
curacy of the gun.

Secretary Gage's speech at Cincinnati

I want to be able to say to that body of 
men that tbe administration now In 
power ard cbarsred with tbe reeponsibll- 
ties, that rest upon It is fully conscious of 
tbe mission imposed upon'it by tbe people 
in November last—viz : To establish tb« 
revenue of tbe United States Upon a basis 
which would support tbe government in 
an economical administration of public 
affairs, and, second, to establish the 
finances of tbe United States upon a 
sound and enduring basis. (Long cp 
plause.)

The mountain itself is of very wide

On 
the southern side, where most of th« 
attempts to climb have been made, it IE 
very precipitous, and the most circuit 
ous* routes must be adopted in order tc 
make any ad\ance upon it at all. io- 
gan's peak, which is another objective 
point pf the present expedition, lies, 
about 20 miles to the northeast of the 
greater mountain.

The 
price of silver in the Indian bazars 
has fallen to 76 rupees, the lowest price 
on record. The exchange between Lon- 
don and Shanghai has also fallen to al- 
most the lowest, and even at the low 
rate does not absorb a large quantity 
of silver. 


Dating from the declaration of Japan 


of its intention to abandoti the use of 
•iver in its standard coinage and go 
upon a gold basis, the price of the white, 
metal has been steadily declining. The 
full effect of the change by Japan from 
silver to gold has not yet been fully felt 
In the silver market, but Is being 
thoroughly discounted by the dealers. 
It is expected that several other coun- 
tries will adopt the gold standard.

GRAIN FOR SOUTH AFRICA. 


Utmh of Shipments to That Part of 


the World About to Drain. 


The New York Herald says: 
It 


leaked out on the Brooklyn water fron* 
that the rush of grain to South Africa 
is about to be resumed 


The British steamship Kurdistan, 


which sailed from the North Central 
pier, took £0,000 bushels of wheat, and 
the British steamship Mount Sephar 
has commenced to load 60,000 bushels 
of wheat at the iron elevator. 


It is the best No. 1 spring wheat and 


is worth here about one dollar a bushel 
Freight costs 25 cents, bags and sewing 
13 cents, so that it will cost about $1 4( 
per bushel by the time it reaches its 
destination. It is said that for the 
next three months the shipments to the 
Cape and to the West African ports will 
be as great as those of last year, which 
were unparalleled in the history ol 
South Africa.

ery and other American products will 
complete the cargoes.
